The.mayor of a New England city who is completing a ser- 


vice of one term:of- two years' in the office, and:whose work 


' has given very general-satisfaction' to the people of the city, 


recently announced that he will not be a candidate1 for re-el- 
ection: In his public announcement he.gave no-reason for his 
decision, but to a citizen who spoke about it when meeting 
enough, isn't it"? He thus indicated his belief that a .man 
ouc-ht not to stay in one office too long. This "is a. belief held 
by'many and has come to what ajmost might be called aiv'un 
-written law .that after a certain length qf. lime an official-should 
retire and "give some one else a'chiince." ' •
